plurality of pulse width modulators, a plurality of control 
circuit channels each having means for generating channel 
current signals, means for generating a differential channel 
current which is derived from a comparison of the current signal 
and an average of the current signals, means for generating a 
differential error signal which is derived from a comparison of 
an error signal, representative of a comparison of the output 
voltage and a reference, and the differential channel current 
signal. The pulse width modulators compare the differential 
signal and a ramp signal to drive synchronous rectified buck 
circuits .
